What shall be done with 
them? 

"Wo believe it was an Irishman who 
said that no man could bo in two places 
at once unless ho wero a bird. As- 
HiTming the correctness of this propo- 
sition, it follows that our Dual candi- 
dates for Parliamentary honors, not 
being birds, cannot be in two places 
at once, it has boon conclusively 
shown in former articles that, in order 
to Jill both seats, they would havo to 
be in two places at once-— two places 
nearly three thousand miles apart, as 
the crow ilies, two places live thousand 

> miles apart, as they must travel. Two 
of those gentlemen havo boen brought 
to admit the truth and cogency of the 
arguments which havo been urged in 
this journal and have put themselves 
in a true position before tho electors 
by giving an unqualified pledge that 
in the event of election to the Com- 
.mons they would immediately resign 
their seats in the local Legislature, in 
order that their places might bo idled 
by 'others. One of these lias, however, 
since patriotically withdrawn in order 
to make way for Sir Francis Hiuoks, 
whom tho malignity of tho Ontario 
Orits would havo driven from Parlia- 
ment. Tho other is still in the field, 
and solicits the votes of tho electors of 
the> District of Victoria. It is, there- 
fore, with tho remaining two that we 
have now to deal. And, we would 
ask, in all sincerity, do these men 
honestly imagine themselves capable of 
discharging the functions of both posi- 
tions ? Are they so puffed up with 
their own cleverness as to suppose that 

4 they can bo in two places at once as 

• whole men ? Or are they so intensely 
selfish, and has political ambition so 
completely extinguished the last spark 
of patriotism, that they desiro'to mon- 
opolize two seats, knowing right well 
that they can at best only iill ono, at 
a time when tho interests of the couu- 

, try especially demand that every seat 
to which she is entitled shall be well 
and efficiently tilled ? And have these 
men formed so low an opinion of the 
electors as to imagine that they are 
going to sacrifice their best interests 
and dearest political rights upon the 
altar (if a sickly and unpatriotic politic- 
al ambition ? Whatever may be tho 
true answer to theso questions, wo feel 
quite safe in saying on behalf of the 
two constituencies most directly con- 
cerned, that tho electors will not bo 

^willing to disfranchise themselves in 

' order' to eater to the diseased ambition 
of any man, more especially at a time 

! -like the present, when it is of such, vital 
importance that the Province should bo 
fully represented in both Houses. We 
havo no hesitation, in assorting that 
t here is not a candidate now in the field 
who can dupe tho electors to the extent 
intended. There is not in the whole 
Province a constituency so idiotic and 
possessed of so little independence and 
self-respect as to be used for any such 
piUpbse. Ono constituency did make the 
mistake last year. But, then, it was only 
for one session, and it was soon over. 
Now it is for FIVE years; and having 
learned wisdom from pant experience, 
that constituency will lie in little clanger 
of repeating tho error. There would ap- 

. pear tq bo but ono alternative. These 
ambitious gentlemen must do as tho 
others hud to do — they must give an un- 
conditional pledge to resign their local 
Seats, in the event of being oloctod to tho 
Commons, or they must bo content with 
their local seats and abandon all idea of 
going to Ottawa. British Cobunbia'owes 
it to the Sir John A. Macdonrdd adminis- 
tration, she owes it to herself, that every 
one of her six seats in the House of Com- 
mons shall bo filled. Her own interests 
demand, and loudly demand, that every 

• seat in tho Local Legislature shall bo 
filled. And the term in used in its broad- 
est and fullest sense. They should be 
tilled by men prepared to give their full 
and undivided attention to the duties 
■thereunto appertaining. Wo would, there- 
fore, warn the eloctora to be on their guard 
against being put off with evasive or 
plausible promises. They have the power 
in their own hands now, and can assert 
their just rights effectually. After tho 
election it will be too lato. 



Our Dispatch. 

The information conveyed in our 
special dispatch will bo far from agreeuble 
to our local readers. Tho defeat of Sir 
Francis Hincks was a serious matter; but 
tho defeat of Sir George Cartior and tho 
loss of two ridings in tho chief city of the 
Dominion is still more serious. Jotte, by 
whom Sir George has been defeated, is a 
young French lawyer of the Rouge Stripe. 
It was well known that Sir George was 
not strong in that riding, and it was con- 
sidered probable that he would have 
sought a seat in a less Rouge constituency. 
Tn the centre riding Mr. J. A. Drummond, 
a partner in the great firm of J. Redpath 
& Co., has been beaten by tho Hon. John 
Young, widely known as the leading ad- 
vocate for tho immediate independence of 
Canada. Ho will, in all probability, iden- 
tify himself with tho Orits in the House. At 
tho last general election Sir George polled 
2,431 voles and his opponent, Mr. Lan- 
celot 2,085, so that it will be seen hia ma- 
jority was not largo. Last general elec- 
tion,' Mr. wnluimn was elected for the 
centre riding hy acclamation. He was a 
trimmer,' and did not seek re-election. 
Last general election, the Hon. T. D. Mc- 
Oee was elected for the West Hiding, pol- 
ling Li , ( j T r> voles, against. Mr. li. .Devlin's 
2;478; In April. 1868, Mr. McGon was 
assassinated, and Mr. M. P. Uyan was 
clectfed by acclamation to fill the vooanoy. 
wo believe Mr. Kyan was unopposed this 
election. He is a staunch supporter of 
tho presold adminstratioii. Sir George 
Cwtaor wjlj wcporioiWQ no difficulty what- 



ever in getting a seat, as there would bo 
more than a dozen in tho Province of 
Quebec only two happy to resign for him. 
Still, it is an awkward 'thing to lose two 
ridings out of three in a city like Mon- 
treal. Tho Rouge party must be gaining 
strength in Montreal. Wo do not attach 
any great importance to tho announce- 
ment that the Grits oliuui a majority of 
twenty in Ontario. Tho wonder is they 
didn't claim more.

Humorously riignod roquiBition asking me 
to allow mysolf to bo put in nomination at 
tho election for members of tho Hoiibo of 
Commons, I cordially accodo to tho ro- 
qnefst and now oilbr mysolf as ft candidato 
for re-oloction. 

When, ten months since, I wan oloctod ft 
ropresentativo to Ottawa I promised, 
amongst othor subjects, to »rgo upon tho 
Government tho necessity of drodging 
Victoria Harbor, of making arrangements 
for the commencement of tho Dry Hock 
at Esqnimalt, of building Lighthouses, 
and of making Esquimalt and Victoria 
tho Terminus of tho Canadian Pacific 
Railroad. It is, thoreforo, gratifying to 
mo to bo ablo to Btato, as it will bo sa- 
tisfactory for you to loam, that in those 
matters my efforts havo proved entirely 
successful; and further, that sovoral Fe- 
deral Laws unsuited to British Columbia 
wero, through my representations, not ap- 
plied to this Province. 

Although thoroughly convinced that 
the Dominion Government will un- 
doubtedly faithfully fulfil their part 
of the 'forms of Confederation to tho 
fullest extent and otherwise aid, by 
all legitimate means, the endeavors of the 
inhabitants of British Columbia to pro- 
mote the advancement and woll-being of 
this portion of tho Dominion, still, if 
elected, I shall doom it my duty to jeal- 
ously guard these conditions and to urge 
their rapid and complete fulfillment; and, 
as occasion occurs, solicit further assist- 
ance from the Ministry. 

It is essential that British Columbia 
should be brought into direct communi- 
cation with the seat of Government at Ot- 
tawa. I shall, therefore, urgo upon tho 
Ministry the advisability of connecting 
the present telegraph system of British 
Columbia with that of tho Eastern Pro- 
vinces. 

Pending tho more rapid means of 
communication with tho General Govern- 
ment., it is at least expedient that the 
Lieut. -Governor of this Province should 
ho endowed with more extensive powers in 
criminal matters, to be enabled to commute 
sentoneos and to delay, if advisable, th« 
execution of criminals. 

The prosperity (if British Columbia be- 
inff in no small degree dependent upon an 
incroaso of population, I shall nso my 
best efforts to induce the Ministry of Ca- 
nada to assist tho Local Government in 
carrying out any well devised scheme of 
immigration. 

The immediate organization of tho In- 
dian Department is essentially neces- 
sary to the well-being of all. 

Circumstances and conditions now un- 
foreseen may arise in this Province; but 
since I shall reside among you they will 
become known to me, and questions alike 
of interest to British Columbia and tho 
Dominion will doubtlOBS como up in Par- 
liament'. Each and all of theso shall com- 
mand my careful study and deliberate 
judgment; hnt, speaking generally, I 
shall, as I have done hitherto, give ft lib- 
eral and linn support to tho Macdonald- 
Cartior Administration, tho faithful 
friends of British Columbia, boing con- 
vinced that the welfare of tho Dominion 
and the material interests of this Province 
will be. thereby best promoted. 

Thanking you again for your expression 
of confidence and goodwill, I hope, if 
elected, and profiting by tho experience 
of the past, to bo in a position to render 
you greater services and merit a con- 
tinuance of your confidence, support 
and approbation.

Gabriola Island. 

In rosponso to n petition to His Excel- 
lency the Lieutenant-Governor, Galoriola 
Island has been erected into a School 
District under the provisions of tho Com- 
mon School Act; and, so noon as tho ne- 
cessary preliminary stops shall have been 
taken, n public school will be established 
thereon. Gabriola Island, as most of our 
readers, doubtless , are aware, lies in tho 
Gnlf of Georgia, its nearest point being 
within about four miles of the town of 
Nanaimo. Tho settlement is rapidly 
rising in importance. Several excellent 
farms, with large improvements and well 
stocked with cuttle, are on it, and tho settlers 
have displayed uncommon public spirit 
and energy in the construction of roada. 
There is much need of a wharf at which 
the steamer engaged in tho coast trade 
might land; for the settlement has now 
become suflic ntljr important to ent itle it 
to tho regular visits uf the steamer. J!r- 
verting to tho school question, it appears 
there jju-o now twenty-one children of 
school ago on Gabriola, [aland, with many 
more yot under ago. In constructing a 
school-house we trust, therefore, that the) 
Government or Board of Education will 
not 1)0 actuated by n spirit of false econo- 
my, but will erect such a building as will 
at onco bo nn ornament and n credit, ca- 
pable of meeting the wants of a growing 
settlement for some years to come. 

Comox. 

Harvesting is about half through. No 
rain has fallen lately at Oomox. Olio 
hundred and fifty Indians from the other] 
Bido of tho island were at Comox n few 
days ago and were well treated by tho 
people. The Lieut. Governor in com- 
pany with Cr.pt. Spalding anil Mr .Tamos 
Harvey of Nanaimo, is at Comox, where, 
also , a large number of Victorians arc rus- 
ticating. Mr. James Richardson and par- 
ty woretaken on by the Oiler to Queen 
Charlotte Island to make a geological sur- 
vey of tho anthracite coal mine. 

A OxnuOUB DtHEASE has recently infect- 
ed a number of British noblemen, for 
which it is diflicu.lt to account. For some 
time pnst a well known lord has boon in 
tho habit of preaching on Sundays to 
crowded audiences of the middle and low- 
er classes, in town balls and other secular 
buildings in various parts of Jtho 
country. It is said that his example is 
now imitated by no less than seven or 
eight other peers of the realm. A few- 
weeks ago tho Earl of Dalhoitsie preached 
to an audience of 8,000 in the Agricultur- 
al Hall in London, and it is actually an- 
nounced that, the Marquis of Lome, tho 
Queen's son-in-law, is soon to occupy tho 
same pulpit. Perhaps we shall yet hear 
of tho l'rinco of YVnlos having occupied 
the pulpit. 

Use op CnxitooAii. — The "Country 
Gentleman" says: At this season of the 
yoar one desires to obtain some purifier, 
and charcoal is of tho greatest value for 
the purpose. *\ 11 kinds of utensils can Lie 
purified from disagreeable odors by rins- 
ing them out with charcoal dust wet into 
a soft paste. Putrid water is immediately 
deprived of its bad smell by its use. 
When meat, firth, etc., are liable to be- 
come spoiled from long keeping, charcoal 
dust will keep them sweet: and if there is 
a slight faint to moat it can be taken out 
by putting three or four pieces of char- 
coal into the water in 'which if boiled. 
This will effectually purify meat which 
ueems too far gone for use.

In Trotter's oxpodition up tho Niger 
in 1841, among other extraordinary 
things witnessed' on tho banks of that 
African river, was a viow on ono oc- 
casion of nn army of black ants on ti 
march.

Struck by a Whale. 

An unusual, but by no means un- 
precedented occurence, says an Austra- 
lian paper, is reported by Captain 
Lookyer, of the bark King Oscar. His 
account of it is as follows:— The bark 
sailed from Hobart Town on the 13th 
ult. and on the 15th, when thirty miles 
to tho eastward, off Cape Howe, sight- 
ed a large sperm whale, distant about 
;J0U yards, and proceeding in tho same 
direction. Tho monster fish remained 
in company a considerable time — four 
days, it is said — and finally it was 
seen to lift its head out of water and 
make a furious dash at tho vessel, 
striking her with tremendous force, and 
carrying her over several streaks.

The 
pumps were at once sounded, but at 
first it was supposed no material dam- 
ago was done; subsequent sounding 
showed, however, that the bark was 
making water at the rate of six inches 
an hour, and this sho continued to do 
up the date of arrival.
